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Parents stick by SPED 
teacher suing Andover 


She claims discrimination on depression

Among the sea of people on the 
floor of Town Meeting Monday 
night, a small group stood in stark 
contrast to the rest 

Wearing fluorescent yellow T- 
shirts reading “Save Suzy” on the 
front, and “Break the Code of 
Silence” on their backs, seven par- 
ents with children in teacher Susan 
Fischer's special education class at 
Shawsheen School turned out to 
protest the School Department's 
decision not to rehire her in the fall. 

Fischer claims that non-renewal 
of her teaching contract at the 
Shawsheen School resulted after she 
disclosed her history of depression 
to Principal Moira O’Brien. Parents 
have also said they believe the 
administration believes Fischer is 
too open to sharing information with 
parents.

“What the school administration 
is doing to Suzy is wrong, and we 
want them to know we believe it is 
wrong,” said parent Diana Mears. 

In a signed statement to the 
Massachusetts Commission Against 
Discrimination, Fischer claims that 
while her depression in no way hin- 
ders her job performance, since dis- 
closing the matter, *...O’ Brien has 
engaged in a systematic pattern of 


harassment and disparate treatment 
to which no other teacher at Shaw 
sheen School has been subjected.” 

Fischer also states that O’ Brien 
routinely makes verbal attacks 
against her, publicly degrading her 
in front of students and parents. On 
Several occasions, Fischer claims in 
her statement, O’Brien said to her, 
“You better call your doctor and get 
your medication changed.” 

Fischer added that following het 
annual review on March 30, she was 
not rehired despite an overall good 
work evaluation and parents’ “100 
percent” satisfaction with her per- 
formance. Fischer is allowed to fin- 
ish the school year 

O’Brien did not return phone 
calls last week and previously has 
said she will not comment on per- 
sonnel matters. Superintendent 
Claudia Bach has said the school

Forgotten Pledge 


Not said at Andover High for months

Students at Andover High 
School have not been saying the 
Pledge of Allegiance since they 
returned from their New Year’s 
break. But this is not a political 
protest, said Principal Peter 
Anderson. School officials sim- 
ply forgot to select new students 
to lead the pledge each Tuesday. 

Although some students do 
not want to say the Pledge for 
various political reasons and 
have complained about it (see 
story by Andover High student 
Katherine McKelliget, page 2), 
Anderson said that had nothing 
to do with the school stopping 
its weekly recitation of the 
Pledge. It was simply an over- 
sight, claimed Anderson, and 
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one he will correct. 

“We've gotten away from it. 
We're going to get back to it,” 
said Anderson. “We had started 
this year with a commitment to 
continue with this.” 

While older residents might 
remember saying the Pledge 
every morning in school, the 
Pledge was not said regularly at 
Andover High in the years 
immediately before the Septem- 
ber 11 attacks. 

After Sept. 11, 2001, 
Andover High student Melissa 
Cerullo suggested reciting the 
Pledge again every day, and the 
school decided to have Cerullo 
lead students in saying the 
Pledge by reciting it over the

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Senior center 
fails by 16 votes

Wiping away tears, some seniors said 
“hope is lost” Tuesday night after losing 
another effort to construct a new senior 
center. 

“Now it seems like they're throwing us 
away,’ said Mary Barbato, 81. 

“It’s not fair. I’ve had it with this town,” 
added Claire Francis, 64. 

Needing a two-thirds majority to build 
their desired $7.65 million center, the 
town’s elders lost approval after an initial 
tally of 451-249, or 64 percent support. 
Although some residents immediately 
began filing out the doors, a recount was 
ordered. It revealed similar numbers, 449- 
250. 

Discussions to build the 28,000-square- 
foot facility adjacent to Doherty Middle 
School stalled Town Meeting for more 
than an hour as residents lined up to voice 
opinions on this year’s most controversial 
warrant article. 

From parking to building costs, several 
residents suggested reasons to reject the 
measure. 

“We are proposing a center that gets use 
during the days but is empty in the 
evenings,” said Jon Samel, 4 Sugarbush 
Lane. “It would also be one of the five most 
expensive centers built in the state.” 

“My fear is that we have spent so much 
money and our tax base becomes so high 
that our own children and grandchildren 
won't be able to live in the community they 
were raised in,” said Bob Pokress, 3 Cher-

rywood Circle. 

Don Robb, Senior Center Task Force co- 
chairman, attempted to dispel opponents’ 
worries by stressing the article’s low impact 
on taxes over the long term. Robb told vot- 
ers that taxes would only rise about $51 
during the most expensive year, and 
promised that rate would drop every year 
after.

Residents might have withheld support 
for a new senior center, but passed Town 
Meeting’s second largest money item in 
the budget book - $6.5 million for the 
water treatment plant — with little protest. 

Department of Public Works director 
Jack Petkus stood on the Town Meeting 
floor Tuesday night and held up a concrete 
plate. The prop was used to illustrate how 
the treatment plant's aged filter system 


cracks and cripples the current flow of 


town water. Petkus said that if money is not 
appropriated to repair the dated filters, and 
install two additional filters, residents 
would most likely encounter a water ban 
during the summer months. 

A few residents approached town offi- 
cials with questions. 


About an hour into the talks, Town 
Meeting Moderator Jim Doherty suggested 
it was time to move the vote along, but a 
large chorus of complaints kept debates 
rolling for an extra half hour 

Cheerleaders for the center pleaded with 
residents to reach into their hearts and 
“reverse the curse” on the senior center, in

One voter wondered why other towns 
couldn't help foot the bill, and why resi- 
dents who water lawns could not be 
charged higher rates on their water bills. 

Petkus said residents’ water bills have 
remain unchanged for the past four years 
and would continue at current rates even 
with the costly improvements. 

“Everyone pays the same rate,” Petkus 
said. 

Resident Mary Carbone, of Cyr Circle, 
told residents it was sad to see “$6.5 mil- 
lion for water treatment plant and $0 for 
senior citizens.” 

Residents later approved another 
$300,000 for improvements to the Fish 
Brook pumping station. The vote required 
two-thirds support, and the money will be 
borrowed and repaid over five years.

A little known and unen- 
forced state law requires 
Massachusetts educators to 
say the Pledge in their 
classrooms. Failure to do so | 
for two weeks in a row can 
technically result in a fine

But students are not 
required to recite the 
Pledge, said Anderson. 

“The courts have been 
very clear,” he said. “You 
cannot force someone to 
stand and say the pledge. If 
some student, or some adult 
for that matter, chooses not 
to say it, they're within their 
right, and we honor that 
right,” said Anderson.

Dollars for Scholars 


Scholarship applications due May 2 


Each spring, the Andover 
Chapter of Dollars for Scholars 
awards scholarships to 
Andover residents to pursue 
higher levels of academic 
achievement. 

Scholarships are given to 
any resident, regardless of age, 
education or experience, who 
is pursuing a post-secondary 
education.

Coming to a high school near you: 


New locks, outside cameras 


By Rita Savard 

The recent string of false fire 
alarms pulled at Andover High 
might soon be extinguished. 

Town Meeting voters 
approved spending $235,000 for 
school safety and security Mon- 
day night, which will place 
closed circuit TV cameras at 
entry points of the high school 
and other school buildings in 
town. 

Residents on the floor of 
Town Meeting came armed with 
different arguments for and 
against funding increased secu- 
rity measures. 

Opponents said it seemed 
difficult to support an expendi- 
ture to tighten security when the 
current keyless lock systems 
were not being adequately used. 

“Can you explain how this 
technology will protect our chil- 
dren if anyone can now arbitrar- 
ily walk into the schools?” said 
Robert Pokress, 3 Cherrywood 
Circle. 

“T'd like to hear in what ways 
the existing systems are inade- 
quate,” said Tim Carter, 422 
River Road. 

Superintendent Claudia Bach 
said that passing the article 
would allow all of the town’s 10 
public schools to become outfit- 
ted with the newest security fea- 
tures. Only some of the schools 
have been updated to a network 
access control system that 
allows an administrator to 
immediately disable a staff 
member’s individual entry card, 
from one control, once it 
becomes lost or stolen. Old key- 
less locks require manual depro- 
gramming on site, at each entry- 
way, making a school vulnera- 
ble for a longer time period. 

Bach said the doors will 
remain unlocked from the inside 
for fire and safety access, but 
schools will enforce lockdowns 
from the outside. 

Proponents for Article 12 to 
upgrade security said that hav- 
ing closed circuit cameras posi- 
tioned at entryways and building 
exteriors is needed to ensure stu- 
dent safety. 

In the past three weeks, a 
string of false fire alarms at 
Andover High has caused the 
fire department to call a full 
response unit approximately six 
times. The fire drills alone, said 
one teacher, have resulted in the 
loss of about two hours of teach- 
ing time. 

“I'd like to have that teaching 
time back,” said Mary Robb, of 
116 Lowell St. “Students come

and go as they please. They find 
ways to ditch classes. We don’t 
want them to feel they’re in a 
prison, but we are responsible 
for their safety throughout the 
day.” 

Fire Chief Chuck Murnane 
said each time an alarm sounds 
at the high school, false or not, 
the fire department deploys two 
pumps, a ladder truck, an ambu- 
lance and a car, costing about 
$800. 

Murnane said there have 
been incidents in the past where 
the department was out answer- 
ing a false alarm at the school 
when their services were needed 
for serious calls elsewhere in 
town. 

“It’s a criminal offense,” said 
Murnane. “But not all students 
take that seriously. I’m glad the 
article passed, hopefully it will 
cut back on these types of inci- 
dents in the future.”

The auditorium, which is 
used by Doherty Middle School, 
was referred to as “Doherty 
Auditorium” on the screen visi- 
ble to voters. This received a 
correction from Veterans Agent 
John Doherty, who said the 
auditorium should be called by 
its correct name in the future. 

After a round of applause 
from the Town Meeting floor, 
Moderator Jim Doherty thanked 
him for making the comment 
and said he, too, was “tired of 
reminding people” of that.

Nadar calls for student activism

Consumer activist and former 
presidential candidate Ralph 
Nader said all citizens, especial- 
ly the young, have a moral 
obligation to do all they can to 
loosen the stranglehold that cor- 
porate interests have on Ameri- 
| can government and society. 
| “Government was supposed 
to represent all the people, but 
representative government has 
morphed into corporate govern- 
ment.” he told several hundred 
people during a 90-minute lec- 
ture at Phillips Academy’s 
Cochran Chapel Friday night. 
“You should be in charge so 
politicians return to their role as 
public servants, not minions of 
corporations.” 

He cited numerous examples 
of activism by young people that 
had changed the way state and 
federal governments addressed

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Victim sues sheriff, housing authority 


Blind woman attacked by inmate doing work in 2002 says authority at fault

A blind woman beaten and sexually 
assaulted in her public housing apartment 
by an inmate doing community service 
work there has sued the Andover Housing 
Authority and the Essex County Sheriff's 
Department. 

The victim, 39, was a resident of the 
Grandview Terrace project for seniors and 
handicapped at the time of the April 26, 
2002, assault. The attacker, Alexander Mat- 
tei, 43, of Lawrence, was sentenced to 40 
years in prison last April. 

The woman is seeking in excess of $1 
million in damages in the suit filed Thurs- 
day in Essex County Superior Court by her 
lawyer, Jeffrey $. Beeler of South Natick. 

The suit alleges Mattei should not have 
been allowed to participate in the communi- 
ty service program because of his extensive 
criminal record and that his entry into the 
apartment was aided by the negligent failure 
of the housing authority to maintain ade- 
quate locks on the victim’s door. 


The suit accuses the housing authority of 


gross negligence because it failed to provide 
adequate locks on her doors when it knew it 
was bringing dangerous criminals to the 


property. 

In a statement filed with the suit, Beeler 
wrote, “The plaintiff was brutally beaten 
and raped in her home by a convict. The 
convict was brought to her property by the 
Essex County Sheriff/Andover Housing 
Authority. The plaintiff has suffered perma- 
nent physical and psychological injuries 
requiring extensive medical treatment.” 

The victim had just returned from a 
breakfast meeting and encountered Mattei, 
who was mopping the floor in the hallway. 
They chatted briefly before she entered her 
apartment and closed the door behind het 
thinking it was locked. 

As she began to undress, Mattei broke in, 
beat her and attempted to rape her while 
attempting to cover her mouth with duct 
tape. 

She struggled and broke away and called 
911 as he fled the building. 

Mattei was allowed to work in the Sher- 
iff’s Department's community service pro- 
gram as he completed a three-year sentence 
for possession of heroin and cocaine

Beeler said he attempted to settle the

In a letter to parties involved, he outlined 
the case and sought $100,000 each from the 
town of Andover, Essex County, Cousins 
and the Andover Housing Authority 
Through a secretary at his office, Beeler 
said he would have no further comment on 
the lawsuit 

“We have not seen the lawsuit so we 
can’t comment on its contents,” said Essex 
County Sheriff's Department spokesman 
Paul T. Fleming Jr. “The matter will bi 
played out in court.” 

“I am not going to give you any com 
ment because I haven't seen it and I haven't 
talked to counsel. I’m just not going to be

Pte )VER SENIORS’ defeat at Town Meeting was 
the latest in a string of failed attempts at build- 


ing a center for either seniors or youth. Each one of

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SALT IN WATER 
Low sodium 
solution needed 


Editor, Townsman: 

This past year, students on 
Team 8A at Wood Hill Middle 
School joined the task force 
established to monitor the Fish 
Brook Watershed and find the 
cause of the high salt levels in it, 
after scientists found that a dead 
frog in Fish Brook had died from 
excess amounts of salt. 

Fish Brook is one of the three 
places Andover gets its drinking 
water from. Located near two 
major highways, Interstate 93 
and Route 495, it’s also within 
the area of the old town dump. 
golf courses, and the state salt 
shed, which contains the road 
salt used to melt ice on the high- 
ways during the winter, any of 
which could be contributing to 
the high salt levels 

Since October, we have been 
monitoring a part of Fish Brook, 
taking water samples and tests 
each week. While state guide- 
lines suggest salt levels in drink- 
ing water be no more than 20 
parts per million, we have 
detected chloride levels as high 
as 540 ppm, which equals about 
270 ppm of sodium (salt) in Fish 
Brook. This is before it’s diluted 
with water from other places and 
comes out of our faucets. This 
puts Andover residents at risk for 
health problems, including high 


blood pressure and hardening of 


the arteries, which can cause 
heart attacks. It’s also dangerous 
for people who need low-salt 
diets for medical reasons. 

Currently, we are analyzing 
the data we've collected to deter- 
mine where the salt is coming 
from. Regardless of the results, 
however, one solution to the 
town’s problem is to make 
improvements in the water treat- 
ment plant so that it can remove 
the salt. An alternative would be 
making portions of the Interstate 
that run through the watershed 
low-salt zones, but this puts 
many drivers at risk during the 
winter when roads are icy and 
need to be salted. 

The town needs to take action 
in bringing the salt levels in our 
drinking water down, so that res- 
idents can enjoy cleaner and 
healthier water.

DETECTING ORAL CANCER 


One of the more important facets of 4 comprehensive oral examination at the den-

Using this method, they had a 91% accuracy rate in dis- 
tinguishing between healthy individuals and those diagnosed with oral squamous cell car 
cinoma. This is the first instance in which Cancer-linked messenger RNA was measured 
in the saliva to indicate the presence Of a developing tumor.

OME PEOPLE PAINT LANDSCAPES. Some people paint por- 
traits. Susan Drew paints shoes. Actually, she paints on 
shoes. Dr. Scholl’s are her not-so-pedestrian canvases 
and she paints on their wooden bases everything from cheet 
spots to floral designs. 
“I do this when the kids go to school,” said Drew, whose 
children are Max, 8; Rachel, 7; and Sam, 6. “It started out as 
a hobby and I’m hoping to build it into something more.” 
Drew will be one of more than 100 crafters exhibiting and 
selling their work in downtown Andover as part of Crafts in 
the Park during the first Saturday in May. This will be her first 
year as a presenter at the event, which is one of Andover’s 
rites of spring. 
Drew started out painting rocking chairs and baby cradles 
as gifts for friends. Her paintings matched the wallpaper of 
her friends’ rooms. Soon, she says, schools were asking her to 
donate items for their auctions. 
Then a friend asked her to make some unique shoes. Drew 
now has 15 pairs of shoes available and has made others for 
both pre-teens and 40-year-olds, in a variety of styles. 
“A friend of mine, she plays Bunko, and she wanted a pair 
of dice on them,” says Drew. “Another friend of mine has a 
Lilly (Pulitzer) skirt. She wanted shoes to match. They have 
little limes in Martini glasses, because that’s on the skirt. 
“The little girl who wanted one, she wanted smiley faces. 
I kind of looked around and I saw smiley-face daisies that she 
really liked,” Drew says. 
Drew’s shoes cost between $60 and $80, with custom 
orders earning $90. Her painted furniture 
shelves, children’s stools and mailboxes — runs between $15

Such are 
the obsessions of the artists whose 
extreme craft combines ordinary mate- 
nals and traditional hobbies and craft 
skills to create the extraordinary works 
that are the focus of Over + Over: Pas- 
sion for Process, on display at the 
Addison Gallery of American Art. 
April 30 through July 31. 

While there have been other investi- 
gations of extreme craft, organizers 
said, this is the first exhibition to focus 
on artists whose subject matter is 
obsession — from homemaking to hob- 
bies to addictions. Employing meticu- 
lous hand beading, sewing, quilting, 
silhouette cutting, collaging and col- 
lecting, the artists have created two- 
and three-dimensional contemporary 
works that negotiate between organic 
and geometric form; between the pixi- 
lated and the painterly. Under sway of 
the grid which has organized much of 
the art of the last 50 years, and 
informed by process art of the 1970s in 
which the act of making was as impor- 
tant as the final product, these artists 
seek to reinsert materiality into art 
making. While the materials they use 
are quite ordinary, their patience and 
results are extraordinary. 

In her piece entitled Moonglow, 
Lisa Hoke used thousands of plastic 
cups, paint, electrical ties and grom- 
mets in a piece that contrasts the clari- 
ty and precision of machine mass-pro- 
duction to the vitality of artistic ges- 
ture. Artist Tom Friedman tediously 
folded 36 dollar bills by hand in order 
to carefully reconstruct the original 
composition, while Jennifer Maestre 
chopped and sharpened pencils into 
uniform lengths and drilled holes, 
making them into beads that she strung 
into nightmarish forms that seem to 
have sprung from the recesses of Sig- 
mund Freud's closet.

TUDENTS OFTEN EXPLORE

The scuba club began taking 
diving lessons at the Andover 
YMCA in January. Only one of 
the club’s 10 members, Kate 
Denison, had any previous 
experience. 

The students had to pass a 
written exam testing their 
knowledge of equipment and 
water safety, and had to suc- 
cessfully complete four open 
water dives. 

The latter part of the certifi- 
cation, said Hajdukiewicz, stu- 
dents earned during their excur- 
sion to Roatan. 

One of several small islands 
off the Honduras Coast, Roatan 
is home to the second largest 
reef in the world. Approximate- 
ly 80 feet below crystalline 
waters, far past the reef-wall 
dropoff, Hajdukiewicz said the 
scuba club became acquainted 
with foreign shapes and forms. 

“It feels like you're in zero 
gravity and all these new organ- 
isms are out there just surround- 
ing you. It’s fascinating,” said 
Frank Pierro, 17, a first-time 
diver. 

Putting a unique spin on the 
“open” classroom concept, the 
student divers investigated the 
wreckages of planes and ships, 
immersed themselves under the 
cover of night and witnessed 
life forms they had seen only in 
the pages of textbooks. 

Pierro said the weightless 
exhilaration he felt from breath- 


ing underwater has sparked a 
new yearning. 

“It makes me want to get out 
there and learn more about sea 
life, the ocean and the earth,” 
said the high school junior. 
“I'm definitely going to be a 
lifelong diver.” 

Pierro said one of the trip’s 
most amazing activities was an 
open water dive on a moonlit 
night

Despite rising gas prices and 
traffic, people in Andover use 
automobiles to travel and do not 
have much difficulty getting 
where they need to go. But it 
was not always this way. Begin- 
ning in 1795, the railroad was 
introduced to the United States 
and for over a century was the 
main mode of transportation for 
people, milk, newspapers, prod- 
ucts from the mills, and other 
necessary items. Where did it all 
begin? Andover was one of the 
first places to hop aboard a com- 
mon carnier line. 

June 5 is the 170th annual 
centennial celebration of the rail- 
road system here. The first steam 
train entered Andover on June 6, 
1835 and the entire town was 
present for the event. According 
to research conducted by consul- 
tant Survey Systems in 1994, the 
original route of this train 
remains intact from Lowell 
Junction Road to Phillips Street 
and the railroad operated from 
1836-1848 on iron rails and 
cedar wood. This route was later 
abandoned and moved because 
of Andover’s mills and the facto- 
ries. The approximate route of 
the first railroad tracks in 
Andover was Abbot Street, 
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A marker in Spring Grove 
Cemetary on Abbot Street. 


All aboard for Andover history 
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through the Spring Grove Ceme- 
tery, to Phillips Street, behind 
the houses on Central Street, up 
School Street, to Essex Street, 
over to High Street and finally to 
Carmel Wood en route for 
Haverhill. 

The best place to sneak a 
peak at the original route is to 
visit the Spring Grove Cemetery 
along Abbot Street. In the ceme- 
tery, visitors will find a plaque, 
which was placed by the 
Andover Preservation Commis- 
sion in 1998 to mark the most 
recognizable section of the old 
railroad. Enter through the main 
entrance, bear right around the 
sign, and it will be straight up on 
the left hand side. Other places 
where pieces of the rails can be 
seen are River Road at Hillcrest 
Street, Charlotte Drive off 
Woburn St, and behind the 
South Church in Andover at 41 


Central St. 

The house now located at 
174-176 Andover St. was origi- 
nally part of the Ballardvale 
depot station for the Andover & 
Wilmington and the Boston & 
Maine Railroads. Jane Griswold, 
author of a former column called 
Sunday Drive Masterpiece, did a 
story on this old depot station 
years ago. “It is a lot of fun to 
see how the town grew over the 
years and to see what they built 
which was so important,” she 
said. The station, built in 1848, 
served as the main station, post 
office, and community room 
until half of it was moved to 
Andover Street in the 1870s. 
The half that was Moved served 
as housing for the station master, 
while the other half was torn 
down. “It is fascinating to see all 
the labor that went into the rail- 
road. This historical stuff is night 
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around us and these people left 
their mark,” Griswold said. 

According to sources com- 
piled by the Andover Historical 
Society, on March 15, 1833, the 
Massachusetts ;egislature passed 
an act creating the Andover & 
Wilmington Railroad. The 
Andover men involved were 
Hobart Clark, Abraham Mar- 
land, Amos Abbot, John Smith, 
and Merrill Pettingill. The route 
opened for business in 1835. 
The first locomotives used on 
this line were built by the Locks 
and Canals Works of Lowell and 
were named the “Andover” and 
the “Haverhill.” The railroad was 
funded by donations from men 
in town and stock subscriptions 
taken between Andover and 
Haverhill. 

When the Boston & Lowell 
routes first began operating, they 
did so on one single track, and

ran only two round trips a day. 
Each trip took a total of one hour 
and a quarter. The first fares fluc- 
tuated between SO cents and $1 
in the first few years due to small 
passenger demand. The Andover 
& Wilmington line connected 
with the Boston & Lowell Rail- 
road when it opened a 25-mile 
route in 1835, and together the 
line ran from Boston north 
through Wilmington to Andover 
Square. However, by 1851, the 
activity of the trains skyrocketed 
to 15 trains a day each way in 
order to keep up with the rising 
demand. These first locomotives 
burned wood and logs to use as 
fuel. 

This route was later extended 
to the state line north of Haver-

hill and the name was changed 
to the Andover & Haverhill Rail- 
road Corp. in April of 1837. This 
extension is currently used by 
the MBTA commuter rails from 
High Street in Andover and 
Waverly Road in North Andover. 

Today, the Haverhill/Reading 
line of the commuter rail, which 
picks up in Andover, is used by 
hundreds every day for travel to 
surrounding towns and Boston. 
According to commuter rail 
attendant Pete Irossi, “The trains 
are packed in the morning hours. 
There are about 600 to 700 peo- 
ple on each train traveling to 
Boston for work.”
